At an inquest held Tuesday it was de- 
terfined that Andrew Pflumm of 1520 
Mallinckrodt street, died Sunday of con- 
sumption. He was 19 years old. 

J. Rossman, who treated Pflumm with 
prayers and medicines which he bought 


from a street peddier, will not be ee 
cuted. 

At the inquest Tuesday aan ad- 
mitted that he had nevi> studied medi- 
cine and had no diploma to practice it. 

“I do not practice medicine,”’ he said. 
“I learned from a book in Austria and 
from a man there how to heal the sick 
by prayer and the laying on of hands.” 

Agatha Pflumm, sister of the young 
man who died, testified that she paid 
Rossman $3 a bottle for medicine for her 
brother, and that he guaranteed to cure 
him in 10 weeks. The ‘bottle of medi- 
cine, half emptied, was introduced In evi- 
dence. 

‘“Rossman’s Sacred Writing.’’ 

The “sacred writing,’”’ which Rossman 
gave also, was introduced. It read: 

“Write with honey in a dish or saucer, 
pour over it of the drink which the pa- 
tient is used to drink: 

‘‘Heal thou me Almighty. “Brus I will 
be healed. Help. me, thu 2 shall be 
helped, for Tohu @rt mine. Rest.” 

Miss Pflumm explained that she dipped 
a toothpick in honey and wrote these 
magic words upen the inside of a glass 
saucer and then potred hot ceffee into 
, de dish and that her brother drank it.

Court and empowers Congress to estub- 
lish inferior Fedéral courts and pre- 
scribe rules for the conduct thereof. 
Congress Has the Power. . 
Wherefore, says Mr. Young, all that 


conflict between the State and Federal 
courts is for Congress, in the exercise 
of this specified power, to amend the 
y-resent statutes prescribing the powers 
and: jurisdiction of the lesser Federal 
courts by an act taking awey from them 
absolutely the power to issue injunc- 
tions of any kind against State courts 
or the officials. of states. —

leave the relations of the sovereign

Company Lays Dixon Hilt 
Disaster-to Broken Flange 
on Wheel.

ROLLA, Mo., Oct. 1—The wreck of 


the Frisco ‘‘Meteor’’ at Dixon Hill, 2 
miles east of here yesterday, resulting 


in the death of two persons and the 
injury of 25 others, is now attributed 
by the company to a broken flange on 
one of the wheels of the engine. This 
condition of the wheel was discovered 
today. 

Notwithstanding the defect in the 
wheel, passengers as well as many ex- 
perienced railroad men, believe the train 
was forced from the track by reason 
of the great speed at which it was mov- 
ing. 

The “Meteor” left Springfield, Mo., one 
hour late. When it left the track it 
was only a half-hour behind time. It 
is said that it had covered 52 miles in 
51 minutes, regardless of the numerous 
curves on the road. When it struck the 
compound curve at Dixon Hill it was 
moving, according to passengers, at a 
rate of 60 miles an hour. 

Was Told to Make Time. 

Engineer.Chambers, who lost his life 
in the wreck, had several times been 
suspended, it is said, because he could 
not make schedule time. ft is under- 


condition that he “get in on time.’”’ In 
view of this fact, railroad ‘men who 
knew him believe he had determined on 
this occasion .to make up the lost time 
before he reached St. Louis. 

When the heavily equipped train 
etruck the Dixon Hill curve the rails 
spread, it is believed, and the wreck 
was ‘inevitable. Whether there was a 
defective whee! or not, it Is the opir- 
ion of experienced men that nothing 
short of the marvelous could have held 
the train on the rails.

After being made ac- 
quainted with all the facts in the .cage 
he said it was murder. ‘‘There is no 
evidence yet to indicate any motive for 
the crime,’ he said, ‘but later develop- 
ments may bring this out.’’ 

The tramp who was arrested at Saven- 
burg, this. county, Sunday, will not be 
held. Sheriff Bollinger-hes ordered his 
release. 

“I am satisfied this man knows no 
more of the crime than I do,” the Sheriff 
said. ‘“‘We are quite certain that Miss 
Sapp was murdered, but we seem to be 
as far from knowing the identity of the 
murderer as ever told.’’

Elaborate Decorations of Depart- 


ment Store Attracting Crowds. 


In point of elaborateness and atten- 
tion to detail, the decorations of the 
May Co. rank well to the front.
